ARBITRATION  FILM  TO  BE  SHOWN  SEPTEMBER  9 

A  new  film  featuring  the  well-known  arbitrator  Adolph  M.  Koven 
will  be  shown  on  Monday,  September  9,  1985,  at  Howard  Johnson's 
Motor  Lodge,  320  Washington  Street,  Newton,  Massachusetts,  beginning

Entitled  "Arbitration:  The  Seven  Tests  of  Just  Cause,"  the 
52-minute  film  tells  how  arbitrators  decide  discharge  and  discipline 
cases.

Committee  has  joined  with  the  United  Food  and  Commercial  Workers  International

Coors  Brewery  and  the  Processed  Meats  produced  by  Armour,  a  division  of  ConAgra. 

This  is  an  important  alliance  because  U.F.C.W.  members  work  in  retail 
outlets  that  handle  the  boycotted  products  of  both  companies. 

Shortly  before  Christmas  1983,  the  Greyhound  Corp.  sold  the  Armour  Foods 
Co.  to  ConAgra,  closed  13  of  Armour  plants  covered  by  a  master  contract  with 
the  U.F.C.W.  and  terminated  its  workers,  most  of  whom  were  U.F.C.W.  members. 
Within  a  matter  of  days,  ConAgra,  a  huge  agribusiness  conglomerate,  reopened 
those  plants  with  a  new  work  force,  with  wages  and  benefits  far  below  those  paid 
by  other  major  packinghouse  companies. 

The  issues  involving  the  Coors  Boycott  remain  the  same.  Coors  continues 
to  force  all  its  workers  to  take  lie  detector  tests,  submit  to  forced  search 
and  siezure  tactics,  forced  physical  examinations  and  forfiet  rights  to  seniority. 

Recently  there  has  been  some  confusion  over  so-called  "settlement  agree-

AFL-CIO  President  Lane  Kirkland  issued  the  following  statement: 

Today  marks  the  fifth  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the  Gdansk  Agreement,  by  which 
the  Polish  government  committed  itself  to  uphold  trade  union  and  other  democratic  rights. 

Today  we  remember  the  treachery  of  the  Polish  government. 

In  the  name  of  protecting  the  "workers'  state,"  it  crushed  Solidarnosc,  the  nation's  only 
authentic  workers  movement,  and  set  up  in  its  place  an  official  "trade  union"  structure  that 
represents  nothing  but  the  narrow  interests  of  Poland's  despised  Communist  Party. 

In  the  repression  of  Solidarnosc  the  world  can  see  the  natural  and  brutal  antipathy  of 
Communists,  wherever  they  seize  power,  to  any  independent  self-expression  of  working 
people.  It  is  a  lesson  to  be  remembered  far  beyond  the  borders  of  Poland. 

As  General  Jaruzelski  prepares  for  his  visit  to  New  York  next  month,  his  jails  continue 
to  fill  up  with  political  prisoners — at  least  300,  according  to  Solidarnosc  and  Church  sources. 
The  recent  show  trials  of  Frasyniuk,  Lis  and  Michnik  were  reminiscent  of  the  Stalin  era. 
Reports  of  unexplained  disappearances,  beatings,  and  killings  of  Solidarnosc  supporters, 
combined  with  a  government  campaign  of  harrassment  and  intimidation  to  coerce  workers 
into  joining  the  official  "unions,"  paint  a  grim  picture  of  state  terrorism. 

During  his  visit  to  New  York,  General  Jaruzelski  reportedly  will  seek  meetings  with 
American  bankers  and  government  officials  in  the  hope  of  securing  additional  credit  for  his 
government  and  support  for  Polish  membership  in  the  International  Monetary  Fund. 

To  accommodate  Jaruzelski  is  to  side  with  his  government  against  those  it  persecutes 
in  prison,  against  Solidarnosc,  against  the  workers  of  Poland.   It  is  to  reward  treachery  and 
repression. 

The  AFL-CIO  stands  squarely  with  the  workers  of  Poland  and  their  trade  union 
movement,  Solidarnosc,  whose  spirit  lives  and  guides  the  ongoing  struggle  for  democratic 
rights. 

On  their  behalf,  the  AFL-CIO  calls  upon  trade  unionists  in  the  New  York  area  to  join 
with  the  Polish-American  community  and  other  supporters  of  a  democratic  Poland  to 
demonstrate  their  opposition  to  General  3aruzelski  upon  his  arrival  in  New  York.

Dear  Art: 

Earlier  this  year  I  wrote  a  very  long  letter  about  the  voca- 
tional rehabilitation  statute  in  the  State  of  Washington. 
I  was  tempted  to  start  this  letter  with  the  notation:   "Dis- 
regard previous  letter."   Washington  State's  vocational  rehabi- 
litation statute  was  repealed  at  this  years'  legislative 
session. 

The  repeal  makes  vocational  rehabilitation  available  only 
if  the  chief  administrator  of  the  workers'  compensation  program 
determines,   in  his  "sole  discretion,"  thatvoc  rehab  is  nesessary 
or  desirable.   If  the  administrator  decides  that  vocational 
rehabilitation  is  not  appropriate,  no  vocational  rehabilitation 
will  be  offered.   There  is  no  right  of  appeal  from  voc  rehab 
determinations . 

The  department  is  now  in  the  process  of  adopting  rules  and 
regulations  setting  criteria  for  the  implementation  of  the 
new  law.   There  will  be  a  couple  of  screening  periods  developed 
to  determine  eligibility.   The  first  occurs  after  the  worker 
has  received  time-loss  for  90  days.   The  second  occurs  after 
the  worker  has  been  off  the  job  for  150  days. 

The  number  of  vocational  rehabilitation  counselors  in  the 
state  has  declined  drastically  in  the  last  two  months.   Letters 
were  recently  sent  to  some  2  0  voc  rehab  firms  stating  that 
their  referrals  from  the  department  will  be  reduced  substan- 
tially.  Another  30  firms  were  notified  that  they  will  receive 
no  further  referrals.   Some  of  those  being  cut  off  have  developed

some  political  connections  within  the  labor  movement  over 
the  last  few  years.   That  may  pose  some  problems.   But  the 
department  is  willing  to  hang  tough. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  an  interesting  year  for  vocational 

rehabilitation.   I  am  still  trying  to  get  the  agency  to  develop 

a  profile  of  the  long-term  injured  worker  who  needs  retraining 

to  go  back  to  work.   Nobody  seems  to  have  any  idea  about 

when  rehabilitation  is  appropriate.   No  one  really  seems 

to  be  able  to  demonstrate  any  consistently  effective  vocational 

rehabilitation  program. 

I  will  keep  you  informed  if  additional  facts  come  to  light 
about  our  vocational  rehabilitation  program.

We  Dig  Coal:  A  Portrait  of  Three  Women  will  air  Sunday,  August  25, 
at  5  p.m. ,  on  Channel  44.   This  is  a  moving  documentary  about  Marilyn  McCusker, 
the  first  woman  coal  miner  to  die  in  a  mine  accident,  and  her  co-workers, 
Bernice  Dombroski  and  Mary  Louise  Carson,  who  still  work  in  the  Pennsylvania 
mines.   The  program  depicts  their  struggle  to  be  hired  and  their  day-to-day 
lives  in  the  mines.  -.The  program  was  independently  produced  by  Tom  Goodwin, 
Dorothy  McGhee,  and  Geraldine  Wurzburg.   This  program  was  made  possible  in  part 
by  grants  from  the  Ford  Foundation,  WETA-TV,  Vcnen's  Fund-Joint  Foundation 
Support,  Sunrise  Foundation,  and  the  Playboy  Foundation. 

Salt  of  the  Earth,  a  film  classic,  will  be  aired  Saturday,  August  31,  at  9  p.m. , 
on  Channel  2 .   This  1953  movie,  made  by  a  group  of  blacklisted  Hollywood  artists, 
is  based  on  an  acutal  event  —  a  strike  by  zinc  mine  workers  in  a  small  New 
Mexico  town  against  low  wages  and  unsanitary  working  conditions  in  the  mines. 
Prohibited  from  picketing  by  a  court  injunction,  the  men  remain  at  home  with 
the  children,  while  the  wives  maintain  the  line.   This  film  highlights  the 
struggle  for  dignity  and  equality  of  men  and  women  everywhere. 

This  film  is  followed  at  10:30  p.m.  by  A  Crime  to  Fit  the  Punishment,  a  documentary 
about  the  making  of  Salt  of  the  Earth  and  the  chances  the  blacklisted  artists 
took  to  make  it. 

Also,  look  for  two  specials  coming  up  on  Labor  Day  Weekend.   Even  the  Heavens  Weep : 
The  West  Virginia  Mine  Wars  airs  Sunday,  September  1,  at  7  p.m. ,  on  Channel  2 ; 
Monday,  September  2,  11  p.m. ,  Channel  2;  and  Tuesday,  September  3,  8:30.  p.m., 
Channel  44.   This  documentary  details  the  early  days  and  early  struggles  of 
Appalachian  coal  miners,  which  culminated  in  1921  in  an  episode  known  as  "The 
Battle  of  Blair  Mountain."   Almost  10,000  miners  marched  to  Logan  County,  facing 
machine  guns,  bombing  assaults,  and  even  U.S.  troops  in  what  was  the  greatest 
gathering  of  armed  workers  in  American  labor  history.   Narrated  by  Mike  Connors, 
the  program  uses  period  film  and  photos,  testimony  from  people  associated  with 
the  events,  and  interviews  with  historians  to  explore  this  important  chapter  in 
U". S.  labor  and  American  history.   The  program  was  produced  by  WPBY-TV,  Huntington/ 
Charleston,  West  Virginia.   Funding  was  provided  by  the  Humanities  Foundation  of 
West  Virginia  and  the  Friends  of  WPBY-TV. 
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Wrapped  in  Steel  airs  Monday,  September  2,  at  8 :30  p.m. ,  on  Channel  44. 
This  ninety-minute  documentary  produced  by  independent  Chicago  filmmaker 
Jim  Martin  chronicles  the.  southeast  side  of  Chicago,  molded  by  U.S.  Steel's 
industrial  promise.   The  film  is  shoe  on  location  in  Chicago  homes,  churches, 
union  halls,  and  ethnic  parades.
